NEW HEALTH LAWS 


Public Hearings Are Re- 
jected as Lawmakers 
Ask for Quick Action.

The automatic alarm system must 
be installed withi 60 days. 
Amendment Voted. 

5. An amendment to the eleva- 
tor ordinance was adopted requir- 
ing owners of elevators installed 
prior to December 11, 1931, to 
bring their elevator equipment up 
to the standards of the American 
Standards . Associations’ - safety 
code. 

The elevator equipment safety 
amendment, recommended by the 
superintendent of electrical affairs, 
Dewey L. Johnson, and the elec- 
tric lights committee, gives own- 
ers 12 months in which to comply. 
Johnson said this amendment has 
nothing to do with fire hazards 
but only with ‘ .e ~tructural safety 
of elevator machinery. 

A group of councilmen, headed 
by Alderman I. Gloer Hailey and 
Councilman J. Allen Couch, car- 
ried the five measures t' adoption 
over strenuous opposition of a 
number of council members who 
urged that public hearings be held 
before final passage. 

Immediate Action. 

Alderman Roy E. Callaway, 
Councilman John T. Marler and 
Alderman Robert Carpenter sought 
to refer the measures to committee 
but a majority of council voted for 
immediate .action and final pas- 
sage. 

Hartsfield had proposed the 
general nuisance law, which gives 
the city the power to demolish un- 
safe buildings, eliminate danger- 
ously defective automobiles from 
the streets, and condemn all prop- 
erty which is adjudgea by court 
to be a public nuisance and a men- 
ace to the people. 

Councilman Couch introduced it, 
asking for public hearings before 
a committee. It was referred to the 
ordinance committee but after 
passage of amendments to the 
building code, the fire ordinance 
and the ordinance regulating ele- 
vators, councilmen called for its 
immediate passage, too, because it 
“puts teeth into the law.” 

Penalties Provided. 

Penalties as high as $200 in fines 
and 20 days’ imprisonment in the 
city prison are provided in the 
new nuisance ordinance. 

Hartsfield expressed surprise 
when informed that council had 
acted without waiting for public 
hearings. 

Couch and Hailey argued that 
property rights are of little impor- 
tance when compared with the 
rights of a human being to live. 

They pointed to the tragedy of 
the Terminal hotel fire, in which 
35 persons perished. The two call- 
ed for immediate action by the 
council to prevent so far as is pos- 
sible a recurrence of the Terminal 
holocaust. 

With these words,” they beat 
down efforts to delay the meas- 
ures by referring them to commit- 
tees. 


Special Committee. 

The measures requiring enclo- 
sure of eleveator and dumb waiter 
shafts, installation of automatic 
sprinkler and automatic alarm 
systems came as the result of the 
special hazard investigation com- 
mittee named by council after the 
Terminal blaze.

Under the Thomas program, the’ 
minimum wages, after being raised 
from 25 cents the first year to 
27 1-2 cents the second, would 
take a further jump to 30 the third 
year. But at this point the Presi- 
dent, or an administrative agency 
yet to be named, would be em- 
powered to appoint, for each in- 
dustry protesting the 30-cent rate, 
a board composed of management, 
labor and consumer interests. This 
board would investigate the cir- 
cumstances of the industry and 
make recemmendations, which 
would be approved or rejected by 
the President or other adminis- 
trator. 


Other Matters. 

Besides the wage-hour issues, 
congress had other questions to 
settle before adjourning. 

Foremost among them was an 
agreement between the senate and 
house on the spending and lending 
bill. It went to conference today. 
The major differences between 
house and senate versions of the 
measure were a senate increase of 
$175,000,000 in the appropriation 
for relief and a $212,000,000 fund 
for farm .“parity” payments. 

Otherwise, and. aside from the 
usual last-minute odds and .ends, 
there remained a deficiency ap- 
propriation bill providing funds 
for things unforeseen when the 
regular appropriations were made, 
and President Roosevelt’s proposal 
for an investigation of monopolis- 
tic practices.

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DEMOCRACY'S WEAKNESS 
One of the most alarming weaknesses of 
democracy, as practiced in America, was laid 
bare in the United States senate, recently, by 
Senator Barkley, administration floor leader. 


The Kentuckian drew back the curtain on 
conditions in America which everyone knows 
to exist but which, normally, are not so frankly 
admitted. Not only the speech itself, however, 
but the occasion which called it forth are 
illuminating. 


He was speaking against an amendment to 
the relief bill, introduced by Senator Hatch, of 
New Mexico, himself a New Dealer. This 
amendment provided that no person connected 
with the WPA in an administrative capacity 
could try to influence votes in any primary or 
election. 


The amendment was defeated. Even had it 
passed, however, it is doubtful if it could have 
been more than a gesture. For it is défficult to 
concelve of any official connected with a win- 
ning ticket seeking to enforce such a rule, 
while if the violation occurred on behalf of a 
loser who would care, anyway? 


But the very fact that a New Dealer, Senator 
Hatch, thought it advisable to introduce such 
an amendment is illustrative of the depths to 
which free, untrammeled and honest voting has 
sunk, in many instances, 


And Senator Barkley, speaking in opposition 
to the amendment, based his disapproval 
frankly on the theory that state governmental 
machines freely use state employes to cam- 
paign for the machine-supported candidates. 
If so, said Senator Barkley, it would be unfair 
to refuse employes of the federal government 
the same license. 


The cynicism. of such an argument is plain. 
It says, in effect, that a vast proportion of the 
votes of the American electorate are purchase- 
able, either through state or federal jobs, or 
through the influence of such jobhoilders. 


It frankly admits that states use their high- 
way department employes, their welfare work- 
ers, their treasury staffs and all the others to 
do campaign work, on the state’s time and at 
state expense, for the administration-backed 
candidates. 

And the mere introduction of the Hatch 
amendment confessed the existence of politics 
in the federal employment picture, while its 
defeat added a cynical acceptance of that con- 
dition, by the senate, to the picture. 

If democracy is to survive in this era of new 
political concepts, democracy must be supported 
by free, uninfluenced and intelligent voters, 
voting their own, honest, untrammeled convic- 
tions. If voters are purchaseable, in any large 
proportion, or subject to pressure by job hold- 
ers, then democracy might as well confess it- 
self a failure and surrender the world stage 
to the dictators. 


PEACEFUL WAY OPEN 


Border troubles again bring two South Amer- 
ican nations to the brink of war. Again, as 
in the Gran Chaco war between Bolivia and 
Paraguay, the land involved is mostly jungle. 
Approximately 100,000 square miles of territory 
are at issue in the dispute between Peru and 
Ecuador. 

There remains more than a hope for peace- 
ful settlement of the latest trouble, which has 
flared over the claimed killing of an Ecuado- 
rian soldier and the wounding of another near 
Rocafuerte in Oriente province. Both coun- 
tries have, in the past, exhibited a desire for 
a peaceful end to the boundary dispute. Ne- 
gotiations between the two were started in 
Washington in September, 1936, but have not 
progressed because of internal conditions in 


. each nation. There is, however, an agreement 


existing providing for United States arbitration 
in the event of failure to reach a satisfactory 
conclusion. 

This, it must be hoped, will be sought in_ 
the present situation, not because this country 
desires to interfere in the affairs of other coun- 
tries, but to prevent unnecessary bloodshed. 
Both countries. are now governed by de facto 
dictatorships, with each unwilling to make con- 
cessions to the other lest they be capitalized 
opposing factions, only partially sup- 
. For this reason, the arbitration of

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A rather eloquent case for the old adage, 
“charity begins at home,” was made out by 
Henry Grady Couch, of Atlanta, in the “Pulse 
of the Public” column in The Sunday Constitu- 
tion. This is not a sentiment, however, with 
which a majority of the people will agree. 

Not that the plight of the people of this 
country does not evoke the utmost in symapthy 
and the utmost in a desire to aid. On this, 
the people of the United States are practically 
unanimous. A plea for greater assistance to 
the poor of Georgia was published here, also 
on Sunday. Hundreds of thoysands of dollars 
are poured into Atlanta charities each year by 
the people of the city, and other sums are spent 
in private deeds of goodness. That there is 
starvation is not to be denied. That this coun- 
try must eradicate privation is a goal to which 
the nation has set itself. With all the ingenuity 
poured into the growth of the country, it has 
never been possible for it to achieve the bal- 
ance in which no ran lacks work, no woman 
or child lacks food. That remains the task be- 
fore the leaders of the land. 

But it must not go unchallenged when it is 
said in this country that the oppressed in other 
lands will look in vain to the Red Cross, the 
Quakers, the Salvation Army, the Y. M. C. A. 
and other agencies through which the United 
States serves in mercy. Phese “so-called hungry 
and ill-fed Chinese people, thousands of miles 
across the Pacific” have been cast into the maw 
of the war god through no choice of their own. 
They are starving, wracked by the sword of 
those that follow in the trail of the First Horse- 
man of the Apocalypse. Riding with war in the 
skies over China, are famine, pestilence and 
death. 

So that if the people of this country choose, 
voluntarily, to contribute to the agencies of this 
nation’s mercy, it is to their eternal credit that 
they do so. In the world today there is en- 
tirely too much callousness; too much greed; 
too little of the spirit of the Christ. The con- 
tributions are made simply, humbly and with- 
out thought or care of reward. Greater con- 
tributions are made to local and personal chari- 
ties, and the giving for the people of other 
lands is entirely a matter for the individual. 

In China and in Spain the women and the 
children suffer the sins of those who seek tem- 
poral power. In Germany and in Austria the 
Jews suffer, not for their sins, but through the * 
greater sin in the blind, warped minds of a 
handful of men. 

That the conscience of the world has not 
righted these wrongs is, perhaps, in part our 
sin. That we are able to alleviate, in some 
measure, the suffering of these people is but 
to follow the mandate of our forefathers, The 
sufferings of people in this country are, natu- 
rally, paramount. But this cannot, and will 
not, remove a duty to those who suffer in other 
lands through no fault of their own.

Up to 40 years ago, when the scourge of 
yellow fever was so much feared in American 
ports because of their proximity to and direct 
contact with known infested areas, the origin 
of the disease and its manner of dissemination 
were unknown. Many crack-brain theories, 
such as “air channels” as carriers were ad- 
vanced in some parts of the world. Explosives 
were accordingly set off and cannons fired at 
“proper” intervals during epidemics in a des- 
perate effort to either scare the germs away or 
shift the course of the wind. All of this, of 
course, Was pure nonsense. 

It remained for Dr. Carlos Finlay, a Havana 
physician, to discover the Stegomyia mosquito 
as the carrier of the deadly virus. although it 
was some 20 years later before credence was 
given to his claims. But so thoroughly have 
the forces of the health authorities been or- 
ganized against the introduction of this and 
other diseases into the country the people have 
long since passed the stage where such matters 
are even accorded a second thought. 

But it has now been brought to light, ac- 
cording to Dr. Victor G. Heiser, writing in the 
Saturday Evening Post, that the enigma of yel- 
low fever was not completely solved with the 
discovery of the Stegomyia as a carrier. While 
it was believed this pest was the only carrier, 
exhaustive research has now proved there are 
other carriers as well as creatures to harbor it. 

This discovery, in itself, is of course no cause 
for alarm. Many diseases are disseminated in 
more ways than one. But, as Dr. Heiser points 
out, the wide extension of airplane travel could 
facilitate the spreading of the disease unless 
proper precautions are rigidly enforced. Con- 
sultation of health authorities in the construc- 
tion of transport planes to eliminate potential 
hiding places for carriers and larvae is sug- 
gested, as well as facilities at airports for in- 
oculation against other diseases. 

It cannot be doubted the authorities are 
awake to this problem. The probability of fu- 
ture international flights from the heart of one 
country to the interior of another should not be 
overlooked. A magnificent piece of work has 
already been done in preventing the introduc- 
tion and spread of disease in the United States. 
Nevertheless it would never do to forget, for a 
single moment, the old adage: “An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” -

In recent private ‘conversations, Mr. Jones himself has named a

their full charges this year. To be sure, both Mr. Jones and the 
economist-authors of the railroad study are making propaganda for 
action on the railroad problem before the adjournment of congress. 
, At the moment, their task appears to be hopeless. The only 
real railroad bill under consideration would merely permit the RFC 


to make loans to any railroad, whatever its financial condition.

managements out of the wage cut. 


And meanwhile the bill’s spon- 


sors are wobbling nervously to and fro; Senator Wheeler, of Mon- 
tana, chairman of the Interstate Commerce Committee, who desires 
to “put the railroads through the wringer,” is rubbing his hands 
with delight, and the President is sedulously imitating the ostrich. 


CASE IN POINT There is no use trying to blink the serious- 

ness of the railroad problem. For exantple, 
one of the best known roads in the country, whose president is 
probably the most respected individual in the business, must meet 
monthly interest payments totaling $32,000,000 this year. 


Through a much-criticized ICC certification, 
already advanced this road $8,000,000 this year,
